sibilities from off bit shoulder*, while bo resigned himself to 
a life of gayotr, voluptuousness, ambition, or the pursuit of 
wealth The well-fed stave, too, might content himself with 
bis rations, might fatten and he merry, escaping, gladly, the 
anxieties, the cares, the rswpousibilitics, arid- the duties of 
freedom. “Let us eat and drink, for to-morrow we die.” 

Then, too feighl the lordly autocrat, whether of the 
Church, the State. »r the Plantation, conwder biuiaeif a 
benefactor instead oi an oppressor, conferring favor* and 
bearing burthens, rather than contracting guilt.

Mr Phillips appeared wholly unmov’ed, and went on his 
way laughing; but tfic ladies with him, were greatly dis¬ 
tressed Hi-.companion* marched very determinedly.'and 

gave such manifestations of their temper, as induc'd the 
mob, some hundreds in number, to confine themselves to 
verbal insnlt. The procession crossed the Common leisure, 
ly, the mob still hooting Phillips, and invoking vengeance 
upon him without ever attempting to wreak it. As Essex 
street was approached the number diminished, and it was 
evident there would be no real trouble, although Mr. Phil¬ 
lip’s porii had juft before seemed imminent. The mob, as 
he entered his house, sent vollevs of groans and ) liases after 
him, which were responded to bv ehoere of exultation from 
his friends. Mr. Phillips stood for some seconds upon |jis 
stops uncovered and in full view, a prominent mark fur any 
messenger of mischief: but the humor of the Crowd evapo 
rated in expletives, ana no violence was offered. 

Eleven o’clock p. in .—After the adjournment of the meet- 
ing, tlie street mob took p) hunting negroes as they came 
forth. Some wore knocked down and trampled upon, and 
a few were seriously injured. Occasionally a beaten negro 
would take refuge in Ins house, upon which the windows 
thereof, would he straightway smashed. One colored man, 
disliking the ruffling of the glass about his ears, sallied 
forth with a hatchet, and chopped*somebody in the log, for 
which he was duly arrested—a distinction of which he was 
tho solitary example. Pistols wore here and there dis¬ 
charged, hut it did not appear that anybody wag injured 
thereby. A great ninny buildings, and ouo chapel, belong¬ 
ing to colored people, wero attacked after a fashion, and 
their windows broken. Beyond this, the ire of the mob 
did uot roach. At thisdinur all seems agaiu quiet.” 

If demonstrations Jike these, do not rouse the mass of the 
people, inspiring them with a determination to ro-establish 
order, law and liberty, on the ruins of American slavery, 
they will richly deserve, as they will infallibly incur, the 
losa of their own liberties.
